ence, the Center has received 


| mearly $200,000 in support from 


California and Nevada March of 
Dimes chapters. It is one of a 
nationwide network of almost 100 
such centers set up by the March 
of Dimes since it entered the 
field of birth defects 10 years 
ago. 

For little people with big prob- 
lems, the Birth Defects Center is 
ideal. Many victims of birth de- 
fects have not one but several 
difficulties. . Instead of being 
routed from one doctor to anoth- 
er, they enter’a world of medical 
specialists who confer about the 
case and decide on a sensible 
program of treatment. 

From the begirining, there is 
the support of the ‘social worker, 
who realizes the impact on the 
family of having a child with a 
birth defect. 

The social worker at. the Birth 
Defects Center coordinates the 
total. program with the family. 
She counsels them regarding 
their own-attitudes, on how the 
child should’ be managed and 
urges them not to forget the nor- 
mal children in the family, who 
are often thrust into the back- 
ground in favor of the sick child. 
In addition, she informs them of 
various wesources available to 
them, including financial, school 
facilities and community agen- 
cies, 

At the Birth Defects Center, 
the major concern is for the child 
asa total-being, It is located in 
a children’s -hospital, which is 
child-oriented rather than  di- 
‘ssease-oriented, It provides mul- 
tiple services for multiple prob- 
lems not generally available to 


| families. of children with birth 
| defects. 


An important service is coun- 
seling on the advisability of hav- 
ing another child. Some birth 
defects are apt to recur in a fam- 
ily while others may not. Dr. 
Nurock is enthusiastic about the 
genetic counseling aspect of serv- 
ices rendered. 

“There is) much we don’t 
know,” he said. ‘Sometimes 
when we don’t Know what is 
wrong, we do ja chromosome 
study on the child. "This may in- 
clude his parents. Occasionally 
it has proven quite rewarding.” 
He is .f the belief that every- 
thing a female takes or does 
throughout ther life may affect 
her offspring. An obvious ex- 
ample of this was ithe thalidomide 
babies in Germany a few years 
ago.

Mumps Vaccine 
Soon Available 


A vaccine which provides pro- 
tection against mumps has _ re- 
cently been licensed and will soon 
be available for use by physi- 
cians, according to Dr. Hamlet C. 
Pulley, Actirig Director, State De- 
partment of Public Health. The 
vaccine gives physicians an effec- 
tive weapon against a very un- 
comfortable’ and potentially ser- 
ious disease. 

“Although ‘mumps has often 
been a cartoon.and joke subject, 
it is a disease that can have ser- 
jous complications,” Dr. Pulley 
said, ‘Adolescent and adult 
males wha have mumps may suf- 
fer permanent ‘sterillty or other 
complications-as a result.” 

The most important use for the 
newly licensed vaccine is for ado- 
lescent and adult males who have 
not already had. mumps, and for 
susceptible persons likely to be 
exposed to the disease. 

It is not cutrently recommenda- 
ed that the vaccine be given to 


- infants and’ young: children on a 


routine basis. Those wishing ad- 
vice on the disease and the vac- 
cine, should ask ‘their personal 
physician, Dr, Pulley concluded.
